The Mahatma Gains His 
Political Point 
Rajkot, Mar. 7.” 
The dispute between Gandhi and 
the ruler of Rajkot was settled this 
morning and ended Gundhi's fast. 
Agreement was renched following 
a period of almost continuous con- 
suitations between Rajisot’ and New 
Delhl. The morning's moves in- 
cluded an interview — between the 
Viceroy and Gandhi's seeretary, 
Mahadev Desai, and a visit to Gandhi 
by Mr, E, Gibson, Resident of the 
Western Stites. Later Mr, Glbson 
sent Gandht a letter from the ruler 
of Rajkot. Gandhi opened, the Ietter 
and smiled. At 3.55 am. GMT 
Gandhi! broke his fast with a glass of 
orange juice —Reuler,

Should any one 
of thene attempt to remain Isolated, 
the result would be ultimate disaster 
fo them alls . . 

"On the other hand, conviction on 
the part’of Fascist Powers that such 
common aetion is contemplated would 
have oa most potent Influence tn 
preventing the attack altogether, 

“To-day an aggressive group more 
powerful in the aby and on land than 
France or Britain have, combined 
suMelent strength on the sen pro- 
bably to pin down the British and 
Preneh fleets fo European waters, 
feavingg exposed ta the powerful Ja- 
Panese Nect the — whole . Western 
Pacific Ocean,  Includingg Australis 
New Zentond ond even Western 
Canada, as well as Singapore which 
is the key to the protection of those 
regions, 

"It is far from inconceivable that 
a threatened or devastated France 
or Britain or Holland might be 
forced lo eede to the Fascist nations 
some of its possessions in the west- 
ern hemisphere or Orient, or make 
commitments which may ,be cven 
more dangerous for our safety. 

"Would our position be bettered by 
idly walting, for that to occur? ‘To~ 
day the German mailed fist has far 
less velvet concealing it than during 
the 10 years preceding 10i4. It is 
not the time for America to forget 
the lessons of such n recent past.” 

The New York Times, in a lead- 
ing article, approves the policy pro- 
pounded by Mr, Stimson, Such a 
policy for the United States does not 
require alliances abroad but consulta- 
tion with other law-abiding nations 
on tactics of self-defence,—Reuter,

Vhe naval rearmament plan ex- 
tending, over five to six years Js de- 
signed to secure supremacy in the 
Western Pacific in connection with 
the execution of Japan's natonal 
polleles for the construction of a new 
order jn East Asia, competent obser- 
vers point out, The present plan, 
which calls for a total expenditure 
of Yon 1,604,000,000, represents what 
may be called the fourth roplenish- 
ment following the abrogation of the 
Washington Treaty and the failure of 
the London Disarmament conference, 

The two most important points In 
the new armament plan: are the 
bullding: of ships and expansion of 
ur foree, observers indleate. ‘The 
prime importance is given to the 
fleet building scheme which calls for

War Minister Itagaki re-aMirmed 
that a considerable strength of troops 
would be stationed in China for a 
prolonged period for the double pur- 
pose of conducting first-lIIne military 
operations and matntaining peace 
and order in the ocupled area. He 
declined, however, to divulge the 
disposition of such roops.—Domei.

‘resentation Yesterday - To 
5 Dr. C. H.. Luk 


On, the oceasfon of his retirement 
from the’ Government Medical Ser- 
vice ofter more thon 20 years scr- 
vice, Dr..C. H, Luk was given a 
farewell party by his Chinese 
collengucs of ‘the Department at the 
Gloucester Hotel yesterday, The 
party was also the occasion for the 
presentation: . of an engraved silver 
clgarette case, . — 

Amongst those. present wero the 
Hon. Dr. P. Selwyn-Clarke, 
Director of Medical Services, Dr. 
D, J. Valentine,-Dr. K. C .¥Yeo, and 
Dr. (Mrs.) A, L, J, Dovey. . 

Dr. Yeo spoke In the obsence. o! 
Dr. G. H. Thomas, who wos une 
avoldably prevented from attending, 
ond expressed the regret .of all at 
Dr, Thomas’ absence, particularly’ os 
he hnd organized the party. Dr. 
Luk, he said, was one’ of. tha oldest 
and ‘most senior members of the 
Chinese medical staff, and they 
were all sorry to lose him. The 
speaker knew Dr. Luk ever since he 
Joined: the Medical Service when he 
was.working in Taipo, 

Concluding, Dr. Yeo wished Dr. 
Luk all happiness: and-joy in his 
many yenrs of retirement. (Ap- 
plause), ; 

Dr. Selwyn-Clarke, who made the 
presentation, assoclated himself with 
Dr, Yeo jn expressing regret at Dr, 
Thomas’ nbsence. Speaking of Dr. 
Luk, he reminded those who had 
recently been associated with the 
retiring oMcer, that Dr, Luk qualified 
as long ngo as 1910, in Tientsin, and 
in a short time became associated 
with that famous Chinese doctor, Dr. 
Wu Licn-teh, in .valuable work in 
Manchuria, jn connection with an 
epidemic. 


r, Luk came here and joined the 


service on June 4, 1919. He was 
first at Talpo, and subsequently came 
to Kowloon, and was at the Kowloon 
Hospital and, more recently, at the 
Kwong’ Wah Hospital, Yesterday, 
when I was showing photographs to 
His Excellency the Governor which 
were taken in the Kwong Wah 
Nospital some months ago, it was 
quite apparent from the photographs 
that a tremendous Improvement had 
been cffected In the wards, His 
Excellency actually visited the 
Hospital himself on Friday last and 
appreciated the startling 
changes and improvements effected, 

“Dr, Lule has put in some 29 years 
of work, of which 20 years has been 
in the service of the Government, 
He Ss the firat Chinese medical officer 
who has followed through to an 
honourable. retirement... That reflects 
great credit on him, As we all 
isnow who. have been in private 
practice and are now in the Govern- 
ment service, there are many plums 
to be obtnined in private practice 
and one Is more one’s own master 
than when one Is one of the cogs of 
the meehohism of the Medical De- 
partment. > 

“Tam glad to heur he is not leav- 
ing. the country and that we shall 
He has a 
charming wife ond dnughter, and 
two sons jn Manila, one of whom ts 
taking up’.medicine, and the other, 
I think, engineering, and I suppose 
these. are the anchors which will 
keep him in the place where he was 
born and where he has many years 
of useful service before him. 

“fT have very much pleasare in 
presenting to you, Dr. Luk, on be- 
half of your Chinese colleagues, this 
moment :thelr appreciation of all 
you stand fdr in their eyes.” (Ap- 
plause), 

Dr. Selwyn-Clarke then handed 
-the-gift-to-Dr-Luk——_.—_-—_—_—_—__ 

In_a brief reply, Dr. Luk thanked 
Dr. Selwyn-Clarke and Dr. Yeo for 
the nice words they had spoken re- 
garding him. He {elt happy because 
he had attalned his’ object: of work- 
ing until the time for his retirement, 
and to be still in good health. He 
had not, only scen many great 
changes und developments in medical 
activities in the Colony during the 
past two decades, but he had also 
learnt a good deal from superiors 
under whom he had worked. 

"If it had not been for the 
guidance and assistance 1 received 
from them," he declared, “1 could 


not have remained in the service for]. 


such a long period.” . 

He thanked those present for the 
frlendly feelings they had shown 
him in the past, and in conclusion.

THE MANCHUKUOAN Gov- 
ernment has protested to the 
Soviet Union over 158 border 
disputes last year, according to 
an afficial statement issued in 
Hsinking. . 

Altogether there were 166 disputes 
during the year, and Russia replied 
to only 51 of the protests. 

No case has been settled, but two 
have been partially settled.
